Development Block Grant Program; and 

WHEREAS, funding under this program must be used for the 
promotion of viable urban communities and the prevention or elimi¬ 
nation of blight and deterioration, primarily for the benefit of 
low and moderate income people; and 

WHEREAS, the City of Fort Wayne has developed a community 
development plan and program which is consistent with the City's 
overall strategy for preventing the further spread and elimi¬ 
nation of blight and deterioration; and 

WHEREAS, all necessary steps have been taken by the 
Mayor and the Department of Community Development and Planning 
staff to properly complete the attached entitlement submission 
for 1985 (eleventh year) Community Development Block Grant funding 
in conformance with that strategy and plan.

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF 
THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. That the attached submission of a budget 
which includes $2,712,000 in 1985 (eleventh year) entitlement funds 
and the accompanying certifications be approved and forwarded to 
the U. S. Department of Housing and Urban Development under the 
signature of Mayor Win Moses, Jr. 

SECTION 2. That Mayor Win Moses, Jr., in his capacity 
as Chief Executive Officer for the City of Fort Wayne be author¬ 
ized to act on behalf of the City in consummating contractural 
agreements pertaining to this grant and providing additional in¬ 
formation and documentation pertinent thereto as required. 

SECTION 3. That the Common Council by its approval of 
this application hereby reaffirms its intent to reduce and elimi¬ 
nate urban blight within the City of Fort Wayne.

III. Project Descriptions 

A. Housing 

1. Community Home Repair - Minor home and appliance repairs to resi¬ 
dents under age 60; available City-wide to low/moderate income 
households. 

2. UDAG Rehabilitation Program - Loan processing and construction 
management services to support $714,000 loan fund for 70 loans in 
UDAG target areas. 

3. Emergency Home Rehabilitation - Emergency repair and home main¬ 
tenance counseling for low/moderate income owner occupants; avail¬ 
able City-wide. 

4. Exterior Paint Program - Provide free exterior paint to 120 house¬ 
holds in NSA's. 

5. Relocation - Financial assistance to households who are relocated 
or displaced as a result of condemnation or rehabilitation in NSA's. 

6. Substantial Rehabilitation Program - Loans and grants to 25 owner- 
occupied households in NSA focus areas for housing rehabilitation; 
maximum $20,000. 

7. Moderate Rehabilitation - Loans to 71 owner-occupied households in 
NSA focus areas to correct conditions posing an immediate threat 
to occupants or to correct major building systems deficiencies; 
maximum $7,500. 

8. Real Estate Acquisition - To acquire vacant and abandoned houses in 
NSA's; and to acquire property on Pontiac Street and Coliseum Blvd. 
for residential/industrial buffer. 

9. Housing Acquisition Rehabilitation Transaction (HART) - Management 
services for HART program to provide loans for purchase and acqui¬ 
sition in low and moderate income areas. 



10. Home Weatherization - Loans and grants in NSA's up to $500 for 
measures to stop infiltration into and heat loss from houses. 

11. Warm Fuzzy Weatherization Program - Information and energy con¬ 
servation materials to households in low and moderate income areas. 

12. Code Enforcement - Comprehensive code enforcement to owner-occupied 
and renter-occupied structures in NSA's. 

13. Demolition - Removal of 75 unsafe structures in low and moderate 
income areas. 

14. Neighborhood Clean-up - Materials to support neighborhood associa¬ 
tion clean-up efforts in NSA's. 

15. Rental Housing Rehabilitation Program - Management services for 
program which leverages $471,000 to rehabilitate 47 rental units 
in Rental Housing Rehabilitation target area. 

B. Public Facilities 


1. NSA Capital Improvements - Curb/sidewalk, streetlighting, street 
resurfacing, and storm sewer improvements in NSA's. 

C. Economic Development 

1. Near West Commercial Improvements - Loans for half the cost of 
interior and exterior building improvements up to $10,000. 

2. Industrial Development Revolving Loan Fund - Low interest loans 
for up to 45 percent of costs of industrial expansion; available 
City-wide. 

3. Downtown 50/50 Rehab Program - Low interest loans for building 
rehabilitation in the downtown area. 

4. Near Southeast LDC Loan Program - Loans for improvements to com¬ 
mercial business in southeast neighborhoods. 

5. Minority Business Development - Loans of venture capital and 
technical assistance for minority owned firms; available City¬ 
wide. 

D. Public Services 


1. Daybreak - Assistance in providing a social worker to provide 
evaluation of and counseling for families of abused children. 

2. Victim Assistance Program - Provision of direct support to crime 
victims through crisis intervention and supportive counseling; 
available City-wide. 

3. Fair Housing - To alleviate housing discrimination by raising 
consciousness about redlining, steering, and differential treat¬ 
ment and aducating lenders and realtors about their responsibility 
in providing equal access to housing; available City-wide. 





4. Hispanic Bilingual Housing Program - Bilingual counseling and 
education to provide increased awareness and participation by 
Hispanics in the City’s housing programs; available City-wide. 

5. Hanna-Creighton Nutrition Project - To teach people concepts 
of gardening, canning, and nutrition. Available to all City 
residents. 

6. Neighborhood Marketing - Services and materials to aid in market¬ 
ing the City's neighborhood to potential new residents. 

7. Housing Counseling - Provide on-going counseling and serve as a 
cental intake office for the City's housing programs; available 
to all City residents. 

E. Historic Preservation 


1. Historic Facade Challenge Grants - Matching grants for restoring 
historically significant facades in the central business dis¬ 
trict.
